House Judiciary Subcommittee on Courts, Civil Liberties, and the 
Administration of Justice staff, who said that the Subcommittee, chaired 
by Representative Robert W. Kastenmeier (D. , Wise.), was interested 
in pursuing the matter of Agency mail coverage as part of its oversight 
responsibilities on matters of domestic surveillance. The call was
